Ladies and Gentlemen. 

I have the honour to lay before you the Annual 
Report for the year 1915, of the Lymington Rural District, which 
is 56,615 acres in extent and has a population of 12,500, exclusive 
of the military. 

The physical features of the district are a gravel 
soil, covered in the uncultivated parta by heather, moderately 
wooded, with an ample water supply. It is bounded on the North 
Ly the New Forest, and on the South by the Town of Lymington, and 
the solent. The inhabitants are either those engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits or those of independant means and their immediate 
employees. 


There are no factories or workshops in the district, 


BIRTHS. 

The births in the year numbered 257 (inclusive of 
2 transferable births) an increase of 12 on the previous year, 
120 were boys, and 117 girls. 

The eastern half of the district (Boldre, Sway, 
Brockenhurst, and Hast Boldre) provided 11%, while the western half 
(New Milton, Milford, and Hordle) provided 122, 

This gives a birth rate of 20.45 per thousand as 


against 18.07 in 1914, and 16,85 in 1913, 
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Thus the birth rate has slightly improved, 


DEATHS . 

The people that actually died in the district 
numbered 121, and 25 residents died outside the district, making 
a total of 146 as against 142 in 1914. This gives a death rate 
of 12.58 as against 11,405 in 1914, 

Of these, 60 yene upwards of 65 years of age, 


while 50 were between the ages of 1 and 45, 


INFANLILE MORTALITY 


There were 18 deaths of infants under 1 year, 
10 of these were due to premature birth and inanition, of the 
others, 4 corivulsions, 1 bronchitis, 2 pneumonia, and one certified 
as "probably meningitis". 

This increases the Fides of infant deaths from 
62.2 per thousand last year, to 1.55 per thousand as against 
6,20 in 1913, and 60.24 in 1912. 


The chief causes of death in adults were 


(a) Heart disease ets 16 
(ob) Cancer we 16 
(c) Pneumonia ins 6 
(d)  Pthisis partes 13 


It. is now compulsory to notify all births to the 


County Medical Officer at Winchester, 


INFECTIOUS GASHS 
there were 16 cases notified other than Tuberculosis, 


8 of these were Lyrsipelas, 4 of Diptheria, 3 of Scarlet Fever, 
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and one of Cerebro Spinal Meningitis, 

Of the Scarlet Fever Cases, one occurred at 
Brockenhurst, one at Pilley and one at Sway. 

Antitoxin is provided by the Council for all cases 
of Diphtheria, and all medical men can have swabs examined at 
the County Laboratory at Winchester, 

The isolation hospital erected by the B.D.C. has 
been given over for a temporary War Hospital and temporary 
paiensist ton for infectious diseases has been lent by the Guardians 
in their isolation block attached to the Workhouse, 

The district however during the past year has been 
normal as regards notification of infectious cases, and only one 
case of Diphtheria was removed for isolation, 

As regards the notification of tuberculosis, cases 
these have required attention and sunervision and every endeavour 
is therefore made to cope properly with the same by insvection, 
disinfection, and general supervision.
